U.S.A. Now 
Boasts of 70 
Million Jobs

WASHINGTON (AP) — For the 


'irst time, the United States has 
70 million jobs—almost two dec- 
ades after Henry A. Wallace 
stirred a fuss by predicting 60 
million. 


The Department of Labor re- 


ports that the 70 million total was 
reached in June. U.S. employ- 
ment passed GO million 15 years 
ago. 


Wallace, vice president when 


tie made his prediction, figured 
60 million jobs would be the re- 
sult of full employment. 


Statistics r e l e a s e d Friday 


showed that the 70 million jobs 
did not mean ' full 
employment. 


Teen-agers 
looking 
for 
jobs 


pushed the unemployment total to 
4.8 million. 


Harold Goldstein, spokesman for 


the department,, said employment 
in June swelled to 70.3 million. 
The unemployment rate, despite 
the increase in unemployed, fell 
from 5.9 per cent in May to 5.7 
per cent in June. This rate al- 
ways is seasonably adjusted. 


Wallace, now a farmer in South 


Salem, N.Y., wrote a book titled 
"60 Million Jobs" when he was 
vice president. It was published in 
1945. 
The Democrats,, who nomi- 


nated Harry S. Truman to replace 
Wallace as the vice presidential 
candidate, used that slogan in the 
campaign of 144. 


Wallace's idea was that the 


United States, after World War II, 
should mobilize its resources to 
k^ep full employment. There were 
predictions that the United States, 
as it dismantled its wartime ma- 
chinery, would see a good deal 
of unemployment. 


"The essential idea,," Wallace 


wrote in a magazine article, "is 
that the federal government is 
ultimately responsible for full em- 
ployment and can discharge its 
responsibility only by planning in 
advance to synchronize all of its 
programs with the programs of 
private enterprise so that the 
whole national income will be 
maintained at the full-employ- 
ment level." 


In June 1948, U.S. employment 


hit 60 million. 


The department said the in- 


crease in unemployment from 
May to June — 800,000 — was ac- 
counted for by teen-agers looking 
for summer work. 


The department said there are 


1.9 million teen-agers looking for 
jobs, almost 40 per cent of the 
unemployed.

1962-63 Good 
Fiscal Year 
in Arkansas

The business and industrial 


world ended its fiscal year last 
Sunday and in Arkansas there is 
reason for the kind of New Year's 
celebration that marks the end of 
the calendar year, 
: 


Fiscal 1962-63 was in most areas 


a good year for Arkansas busi- 
ness. 


The state government—the big- 


gest business—had a record total 
income of $325,817,101, an increase 
of more than $28 million. General 
revenues hit a new peak of $117,- 
01,259. 


Much of the new money was 


contributed by new industry. The 
Arkansas Industrial Development 
Commission said in its yearend 
report that 90 new plants located 
in the state during the year,, cre- 
ating 12,303 new jobs. 


Another 6,917 jobs were created 


by 115 expanding plants, opening 
a record total number of 19,220 
new jobs during the 1962-63 fiscal 
year. 


New jobs mean new money, and 


the AIDC said those created by 
industrial openings have a pay- 
roll equivalent of $57,660,000., Most 
of this money will be spent for 
normal consumer outlets but $2,- 
850,000 will go into the state treas- 
ury as tax' money. 


The fact that 115 industries did 


well enough during the fiscal year 
:o expand their operations is an- 
other indication that the past 12 
months were good ones. 


The! AIDC said new jobs' were 


hopening faster than old ones were 
closing and that many of those 
that closed were due to technical 
advances for 
which new ones 


opened. 


Another sign pointing to a good 


year in 1962 was a drop in unem 
ployment. The federal Reserve 
Bank at St. Louis said unemploy- 
ment decreased 
from four per 


cent in July 1962 to 2.7 per cent 
in May of 1963. 


Business loans and bank depos- 


its also increased during the year, 
the Federal Reserve Bank report- 
ed. The increase in businss loans 
went from $36 million in July 1962 
to $41 million in May 1963. 


Much of the. new industry in the 


state is located in areas which 
were at one time solely agricul- 
tural. 


In addition to new money from 


private industry, the state receiv- 
ed $89,851,640 in federal money, 
mostly for highway projects and 
welfare. Highways took the big- 
gest chunk—$76,082,054. 


Other federal money was spent 


in the state for river projects and 
federal payrolls. 


Col. 
Charles D. Maynard, dis- 


trict engineer for the Little Rock 
District of the Army Engineers 
said in his annual report that the 
agency paid out a record $58.746,- 
154 in the fiscal year. 


The money is being used for 


construction of locks and dams

Roosevelt named Taylor as his 
spokesman, but gave him no dip- 
lomatic appointment that would 
have required Senate confirma- 
tion.

Kennedy's trek through Western

the German populace, and con- 
vincing statements of solidarity 
from German leaders, that he 
feels the trip was worth the ef- 
forl. He made repeated appeals 
in Germany for greater European ,.- 
unily keyed to closer cooperation •••" 
with the United States.

cast her lot with France and De 
Gaulle's controversial goal of an 
independent Europe free of close 
tics with, America.
